Lucas appears to have 
been definitely hurt by facts the Kefauver 
group helped unearth during their inquiry In 
Chicago. 

A prospective committee witness was mur- 
dered, nle Democratic choice for Cook county 
sheriff, Daniel Gilbert, gave ths committee 
a feeble explanation ol how he managed to 
amass {390,000 over the years on a S9.000 
salary as chief Investigator for the state's 
attorney. 

ailberC proved ft millstone sround the neclu 
ol top Democratic candidates. Lucas barely 
sneaked home ahead of his Republican oppo- 
nent In Cook county, where the polished 
Democratic machine could normally deliver 
him a margin In excess of 300,000 votes. 

Ko other case; was as pointed as this. 
girierally the committee's flndJufts tended to 
reflect more on Democratic regimes than 
upon Republican. Andsorae angry Democrats 
rates this fact as one of the really decisive 
elements In the country-wide outcome. 

Tor the sake of their own standing as law- 
makers, these men had better not make their 
name* known puhHcIy. Tor their attitude Is 
quite Indefensible. It amounts to saying that 
the Kefauver committee should have soft- 
pedaled ItA Investigation wherevejr It proved 
embarrassing to Democrats. 

The committee was authorised in this year 
leso to do its Job. Every man who voted for 
the Inquiry knew full well this wa^ an election 
year. That the Investigation was nevertheless 
approved certainly suggesta that most men 
wanted a fair and complete probs without any 
punches pulled. Tliey were wUlliig.to brave 
tha ,t^a«jnuB ncw politically.

opakiflHUBllfH Inquiry,' re vaU their essen- 
tial insincerity. 

It's too early for even a tentative appraisal 
of the committee's work. But.it evidently 
has triQd to keep the Investigation earnest, 
non-partisan and genuinely searching. On 
the basis of the record to date, It merits the 
applause of Democrats and Republicans kllke. 
The boos should be reserved for those who 
think It should have made Itself a servant of 
-ono-polltlcal party.
